Republican National Committee 
executive committee, 

“The most priceless possession 
of every citizen,” Sullivan told the 
Post-Dispatch, “is his ballot. Any 
theft of ballots should be' thor- 
ough investigated and prosecuted 
by every arm of the law we have 
—Federal, State and local.” 

Brown declared: “This at last 
should be sufficient evidence to 
‘the Federal Government and to 
Department of Justice to 
cause them to take notice of a 
primary in which federal of- 
ficlals were nominated, I sus- 
pect if the criminals responsible 
for this latest outrage against 
public decency are to be brought 
to justice, it will be the state 
and local officials who will have 
to investigate and prosecute 
them.”

In all precincts 
where this was permitted there 
was a wide discrepancy between

It is the responsibility of all 
judges and clerks of election, indi- 
vidually and collectively to count, 
canvass and tally all the ballots.

The Senator point- 
ed out that had the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation taken over 
the vote fraud inquiry earlier, the 
FBI would’ have had possession 
of the bailots stolen in Kansas 
City, and the theft probably would 
not haye occurred. . 

Attorney. General Tom C. Clark 
and J. Edgar Hoover, head of 
the FBI, also are scheduled to ap- 
pear before the subcommittee. 
Clark has declared he was backed 
in his opinion, last March, that 
there was insufficient evidence for 
federal intervention, by Wear and 
the three Western Missouri fed- 
eral judges. 

“The only way we can find out 


hat the judges were told and 


what they had to base their 
opinion on,“ Senator Ferguson 
said today, “is to get them up 
here.” He said the subcommittee 
will resume its hearings next 
Thursday, and may cali the judges 
and Wear at that time. 

Ferguson also disclosed that he 
intends to write a letter to At- 
torney General Clark askig him 
for a complete report to the sub- 
committee on all events leading 
up to the theft of ballots and 
other évidence from a vault in the 

sas City Courthouse. The 
Senator considers the theft itself 
pertinent to his subcommittee’s in- 
vestigation, because it occurred as 
the Senate group was engaged in 
investigation of the vote fraud. 

Clark Gets I Report, 

The Attorney General’s position 
on the vote fraud cases is based 
on reports submitted to him by 
the FBI, the Kansas City Star 
and by a House of Representa- 
tives Investigating Committee. 
The FBI report was delivered by 
Clark to the Sénate subcommittee 
yesterday. It was not made pub- 
lic immediately. The report con- 
sists of about pages, and 
Ferguson said it may be made 
public later, if such action will 
not hamper law enforcement. 

(Judge Reeves and Judge 
Rirdge today told the Post- 
Dispatch they favored a federal 
investigation to gather evidence 
for presentation to a United 
States grand jury. JuJdge Coilet 
said he, too, was “inclined” to this 
Opinion, but did not commit him- 
self definitely.) 

Members of the Senate subcom- 
mittee, besides Ferguson, are 
Senators Langer (Rep.), North 
Dakota, and McCarran (Dem.), 
Nevada. 

Senator Kem (Rep.), Missouri, 
who is contending that the Fed- 
eral Government should investi- 
gate the vote scandals and insti- 
tute prosecutions, is not a mem- 
ber of the subcommittee. He was 
not permitted to see the FBI re- 
port, but Ferguson agreed to give 
him and Clark a transcript of 
proceedings at the executive ses- 
sion of the subcommittee in which 
the report was discussed. 

Senator Kem is relying basic- 
ally on the so-callde civil fights 
statutes enacted shortly after the 
Civil War to support his conten- 
a for Federal Government ac- 

on. 

It was under these statutes that 
249 persons were convicted in 
Kansas City as a result df wide- 
spread vote fraud en the 1936 elec- 
tions. 

Kem sees only one essential dif- 
ference between the prosecutions 
for the 1936 frauds and possible 
prosecution for alleged frauds that 
occurred last Aug. 6. 

The 1936 frauds occurred in a 
general election, and there was 
no question of the applicability of 
the statutes. The alleged frauds 
last summer occurred in the Demo- 
cratic primary, in which Enos 
Axtell, with the backing of Presi- 
dent Truman and the Pendérgast 
organization, defeated Represen- 
tative Roger C. Slaughter for the 
nomination for Fifth District 
Congressman, 

As a result of that election the 
state grand jury already has in- 
dicted 71 persons, and Kem has 
succeeded in starting the Senate 


investigation of the reasons why 
Attorney General Clark has not 
taken aggressive action in the 
matter. 

Clark maintains a preliminary 
investigation by the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation failed to 
disclose the necessary evidence of 
a conspiracy; Kem’s contention is 
that there is ample evidence and 
that some of it is in the Attorney 
General's own files. 

Cites Supreme Court Ruling. 

As to the applicability of the 
statutes, Kem cites a Supreme 
Court decision handed down in 
the Patrick v. Classic case in 
1941. This case was appealed from 
Louisiana, where primary frauds 
occurred. 

The two civil rights statutes ap- 

ar under section 51 and 52, title 

8, of the United States code and 
are as follows: 

“If two or more persons con- 
spire to injure, oppress, threaten 
or intimidate any citizen in the 
free exercise or enjoyment of any 
right or privilege secured to him 
by the Constitution or laws of 
the United States, or -ecause of 
his having so exercised the same, 
or if two or more persons go in 
disguise on the highway, or on 
the premises of another, with in- 
tent to prevent or hinder his free 
exercise or enjoyment of any right 
or privilege so secured, they shall 
be fined not more than $5000 and 
imprisoned not more than 10 years 
and shall thereafter, moreover, be 
ineligible to any office or place 
of honor, profit or trust created 
by the Constitution or law of the 

nited States. 

“Whoever under color of any 
law, statute, ordinance, regulation, 
or custom, will fully subject or 
cause to be subjected, any in- 
habitant of any State, territory or 
district to the deprivation of any 
rights, privileges or immunities se- 
cured or protected by the Consti- 
tution co the laws of the United 
States, or to the different punish- 
ments, pains or penalties, on ac- 
count of such inhabitant being an 
alien, or by reason of his color or 
race, than are prescribed for the 
punishment of citizens, shall be 
fined not more than $1000 or im- 
prisoned not more than one year, 
or both.” 

The Supreme Court decision of 
May 26, 1941, includes the follow- 
se. two points in the syllabus: 

The right of- the people to 
choose Representatives in Con- 
gress is a right established and 
guaranteed by article 1, section 2, 
of the Constitution and hence is 
one secured by it to those citi- 
zens and inhabitants of the State 
who are entitled to exercise the 
right. : 

Included within the right to 
choose by the Constitution is the 
right of qualified voters within a 
state to cast their ballots and 
have them counted at congression- 
al elections, , 

Justice Stone said in his ma- 
jority opinion that the charge in 
the case before the court “was 
that the appellees conspired with 
each other, and with others un- 
known, to injure and oppress cit- 
izens in the free exercise and en- 
joyment of rights and privileges 
secured by the constitution and 
laws of the United States, name- 
ly (1) the right of qualified vot- 
ers who cast their ballots in the 
primary election to have their bal- 
lots counted as cast for the can- 
didates of their choice, and (2) 
the right of the candidates to run 
for the office of Congressman 
and to have the votes in favor of 
their nomination counted as cast.” 


He continued: 


“The right to participate through 
the primary in the choice of Rep- 
resentatives in Congress is .. right 
clearly secured by the Constitution 
—is within the work and purpose 


of section 51) in the same man- 
ner and to the same extent as the 
right to vote at the general elec- 
tion.” 

Justice Douglas, dissenting, said 
that “the right to vote at 4 final 
Congressional election and the 
right to have one's vote counted 
in such an election have been held 
to be protected by section 19. 
Yet I do not think that the prin- 
ciples of those cases (cited) should 
be, or properly can be extended to 
primary elections.” 

Kem and Clark agree it is nec- 
essary to show a. conspiracy, but 
differ, as to whether there is suf- 
ficient evidence of one to pro- 
ceed further. Kem says there is 
enough evidence to show a con- 
apiracy to miscount the ballots 
as cast, to dilute legitimate votes 
by stuffing the ballot boxes and to 


deprive a person of his right to 
vote.

reported, of course it is to be ear- 
nestly hoped that the guilty par- 
be apprehended and 
speedily brought to justice.” 

The most slashing denunciation 
of all came from 

Albert L. Reeves Jr., Kdnsas City 
Republican who succeeded Roger

from issouri’s Fifth Congres- 
sional District after the latter 
had been “purged” by the admin- 
istration and the Jim Pendergast 
political machine. SiM@ughter, ' on 
the face of “official” returns, was 
defeated in the primary last year 
by Enos Axtell, who subsequently 
lost in the November election to 
Reeves. 

It was Reeves’s father who, as 
United States District Judge, is- 
sued the famous instruction to a 

rand jury to “move on” election 
raud perpetrators which resulted 
in numerous indictments and con- 
victions in 1936 and toppled the 
political dynasty of Tom J. Pen 
dergast, uncle of Jim Pendergast. 

Yesterday on the House floor 
Congressman Reeves echoed his 
father’s words, shouting: “The 
time has come—to borrow words 
which made history—to move on 
them again. 

“And I do not mean the small 
fry alone,” he continued. “When 
the investigation has been com- 
pleted, a far broader aspect of 
the sityation may have been pre 
sented. 

Much of the bitter speech of 
Reeves was devoted to a castiga- 
tion Attorney General Tom C. 
Clark, who, he charged, had made 
only a dilatory inquiry into the al- 
leged frauds and miscounts in the 
Axtell-Slaughter primary. It was 
while Clark was appearing before 
a subcommittee of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee to answer 
these assertions of dilatory tactics 
that he learned yesterday of the 
theft of the ballot boxes. He 
promptly announced he would or- 
der the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation to “look into it.“ 

Referring to this, Reeves said 
angrily ih his floor speech: ; 

“Lock to Empty Barn.” 

“Believe it or not, the Attorney 
General assured the committee 
that he intended to order an in- 
vestigation of the circumstances. 
What he wants to do is apply a 
hasp and lock to the well-known 
empty barn.” 

Reeves declared the Attorney 
General had muffed his opportu- 
nity to investigate the primary. 

“It was a matter of common 
knowledge,” he said, ‘that there 
had been widespread fraud, mie 
counts, ballot stealing and vote 
buying—all of the same things 
which had resulted in mass con- 
victions in the Federal Courts fol- 
lowing the 1936 election. 

“After last «year’s primary in 
Missouri, the Attorney General is- 
sued a directive to the FBI— 
allegedly to make a thorough in- 
vestigation, We now know that 
he directed them merely to inter- 
view the members of the Board of 
Election Commissioners and two 
reporters for the Kansas City 
Star, John P. Swift and Ira Mc- 
Carthy, who themselves had inves- 
tigated and exposed specific, 
flagrant instances of fraud and 
corruption. 

“This close limitation on ‘the 
scope of the activities of the FBI 
shows plainly that the intention 
was to whitewash, not to investi- 
gate.” 

Reeves also took the opportunity 
to hurl verbal barbs at President 
Truman, who remained a stead- 
fast friend of the late Tom Pen- 
dergast and is still friendly with 
his nephew, Jim. 

“Mr. Chairman,” said Reeves, 
“the man who called for the purge 
of Roger Slaughter in that pri- 
mary election is the same man 
who, in 1940, while a member of

“The seeming triumph in the 
primary brought from Democratic 
Chairman Hannegan the comment 
that the voters of Missouri, aware 
of Mr, Slaughter’s opposition to 
many of the policies of President:

Has Made No Move Thus

Gov. Donnelly, who yesterday or- 
dered the State Highway Patrol 
to join in the investigation of the 
theft of Jackson county grand 
jury evidence on election frauds 
from the vaulta of the Board of 
Election Commissioners in Kan- 
sas City, declined to comment to- 
day on possible state action, pend- 
ing further developments, 

Bonneity conferred yesterday 
with Attorney General J. E. Tay- 
lor on the theft of evidence, in- 
volved in the indictinent of 71 
persons on charges of irregulari- 
ties in the August 1946 pri in 
Jackson county and Kansas City. 

The Governor said he had made 
no move to place the Attorney 
General's department in the in- 
vestigation, so far, and that no 
request had been received from 
Jackson county officials for aid of 
that department. 

“I do not believe I should com- 
ment at this. time,” Donnelly said. 
“The Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation has taken charge of the 
inquiry and other agencies are co- 
operating.” 

Gov. Donnelly ordered the High- 
way Patrol into the investigation 
yesterday morning, immediately 
after he was notified of the rob- 
bery of the election board’s 
vaults, and the removal of ballots, 
poll books and tally sheets which 
had been placed before the grand 
jury in its investigation of the 
vote frauds. 

Donnelly was notified by Lud- 
wick Graves, chairman of the 
Kansas City Board of Election 
Commissioners, whose members 
were appointed by Donnelly. 

At that time it was indicated 
by Graves that the Kansas City 
office of FBI would not enter the 
investigation. Later yesterday the 
FBI was ordered into the inquiry 
by United States Attorney Genera] 
Tom Clark, from Washington.

He added that although there 
may have been some increase in 
dealers’ costs, there has been no 
increase in milk wagon drivers’ 
wages since last July 1, when wage 
increases, according to the dealers, 
added one half cent to the retail] 
price of a quart of milk. 

Questions Dealer Margin. 

Klamon emphasized that his fig- 
ures assume that the OPA dealer 
margin of slightly less than 8 cents 
is justified, “an assumption which 
is open to serious question. It is 
quite apparent that a free and 
competitive market so far as the 
price of milk is concerned does 
not exist and has not existed in 
St. Louis in quite some years.” 

By using evaporated instead of 
whole milk, Klamon said, con- 
sumers can save 7.6 cents per 
quart, “without. any sacrifice to 
health.” Dr, Zonja Lawrence, an 


instructor in dietetics at Wash- 


ington University School of Den- 
tistry urged consumers to buy 
margarine instead of butter.

DEATH WARNING 
ID REPORTERS IN 
LYNCH MOB TOWN 


Residents Resentful of 
‘Outside Interference’ 
—Feeling Against FBI 
for Entering Case. 


JACKSON, N.C., May 29 (UP)— 
News reporters stayed out of 
nearby Rich Square today after 
warnings they “might be killed” 
if they remained, because of ten- 
sion over the arrest of seven white 
men accused of kidnaping a Negro 
from jail. 


Residents of the town of 1000 
openly showed resentment against 
“outside interference”—especially 
against the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, which obtained a 
confession in the kidnaping last 
week of Godwin Bush, who later 
escaped from the lynching mod. 

Officials said Joe Cunningham, 
assistant manager of Rich 
Square’s only theater, reported to 
be the man who identified the six 
other memibers of the mob, left 
town “to avoid the ire of citizens.” 

The official who warned news 
reporters “one of you might be 
killed” asked that his name be 
withheld, 

Public sentiment in Rich Square 
was that the FBI didn't have 
any business coming down here 
and sticking their nose in it.” 

The white men were at liberty 
under $2500 bail each posted by 
prominent residents of Rich 
Square, where Bush -was arrested 
for an attempted assault on @ 
white woman. 

Mayor Charles E. Myers of Rich 
Square headed the list of 15 
bondsmen. School Superintendent 
N. L. Turner was another. 

Local authorities sought to con- 
ceal identities of the white men 
even though the names were pub- 
lic records. Solicitor Ernest R. 
Tyler identified the men officially 
24 hours after bond was

Provisions of Compromise. 
compromise bill contains 
these provisions: 

1. Authorization for the Gov- 
ernment to obtain injunctions to 
block “national paralysis” strikes, 
such as a coal or steel tie-up. The 
injunctions would remain in effect 
80 days while the dispute was 
mediated. 


2. A new National Labor Rela- 
tions Board set-up. The board 
would have five members instead 
of three as now. The general 
counsel, appointed Pd the Prési- 
dent and subject to Senate con- 
firmation, would take over inves- 
tigation and prosecution of unfair 
labor practices.. Board members 
would have only judiciary powers 
—that is, they would hand dewn 
decisions. 


3. A bar on the closed shop, 
under which employers can hire 
only union members. The more 
common union shop is permitted 
when a majority of workers vote 
for it. Union shop agreements 
allow the boss to hire non-union 
workers, but they must join a 
union. 

4. A prohibition against jurisdic- 
tional strikes and secondary boy- 
cotts. The NLRB could get in- 
junctions to block them. A 
secondary boycott is a union ef- 
fort to hit indirectly at an 
employer by forcing other em- 
ployers to stop doing business with 
him. Jurisdictional strikes usually 
result from. disputes between 
unions as to which should do 
given work. 

5. A provision creating a new 
Federal Mediation Agency, inde- 
pendent of the Labor Department, 

Welfare Fund Section. 

6. Health and welfare funds set 
up since Jan. 1, 1946. and admin- 
istered solely by unions, are out- 
lawed. The House bill would have 
barred virtually all union welfare 
funds. 

The compromise version does 
not affect the fund set up by John 
L. Lewis’s United Mine Workers, 
for it is jointly administered by 
the union and the Government. 
However, the Government will 
turn the soft coal mines back to 
private operators July 1, and the 
fund, if continued would have to 
be under union-operator control to 
qualify, 

7. Parties to a collective bar- 
gaining contract must serve notice 
60 days in advance of expiration 
of the pact if they wish to change 
its terms. House conferees threw 
eut their provision that would 
have prohibited strikes over col- 
lective bargaining issues, except in 
cases where workers vote to 
strike. The House group also 
scrapped a section that prohibited 
strikes over the union shop. 

8. It would be an unfair labor 

practice for unions to keep non- 
striking workers from their jobs 
by mass picketing or through vio- 
lence in picketing. The NLRB 
could get a court order against 
such practices. The House gave 
up its section that would have per- 
mitted private employers to seek 
injunctions, 
9. Unions are prohibited from 
charging dues and initiation fees 
which the NLRB judges to be 
“excessive or discriminatory.” The 
House provision would have fixed 
a $25 ceiling. 

10. A House section accepted by 
the Senate, with modifications, 
bars unions from forcing an em- 
ployer to pay wages to men who 
do not work on a job but who are 
kept, at the union’s insistence, on 
a standby basis.

As approved by the conferees the 
bill provides for the following cuts 
in present taxes, over a full year: 

Thirty per cent for persons 
whose incomes after exemptions 
and deductions are $1000 a year 
or less, . 

Thirty to 20 per cent on net 
incomes between' $1000 and ap- 
proximately $1400. 

Twenty per cent 
$1400 and $136,700. 

Fifteen per cent from $136,720 
to $302,400. 

Ten and one-half per cent on 
all above $302,400 

The conferees accepted the Sen- 
ate provision for making the cuts 
effective July 1 instead of last 
Jan. 1, as in the House bill. The 
retroactive date would have made 
necessary refunds totaling more 
than $750,000,000 for tax overpay- 
ments in the first half of the year. 

Another difference in the House 
and Senate bills was extra personal 
exemption for persons over 65 
years of age. The House bill pro- 
vided $500 for a taxpayer over 
that age, with a requirement that 
individuals who qualify for it in- 
clude in their gross income the 
first $500 of any pensions, an- 
nuities or officers’ retirement pay 
which otherwise would not have 
been subject to tax under existing 
law. 

The Senate bill, accepted by. the 
conferees, carries $500 exemption 
without qualifications. 

If the bill should take effect 
July 1, taxpayers would find their 
percentage cuts reduced by half 
when applied to all their income 
for 1947. That is, a taxpayer in

Deadlock on Troops. 

The four-power Allied Control 
Council's co-ordinating committee, 
meeting in Berlin yesterday, tried 
to agree on a recommendation for 
reducing the number of occupa- 
tion troops in Germany, but hit a 
Russian-American deadlock and 
passed the problem along to the 
four-power council itself. 

The council, made up of the four 
military governors of Germany, 
is scheduled to meet Saturday, 
but most sources said they 
thought there was little chance 
that it would agree on, the matter 
before the deadline of June 1 fixed 
by the Foreign Ministers Council 
in Moscow. 


Informants said the Americans 
had proposed that the British, 
Russian and United States forces 
be reduced to 150,000 men each 
and that the French retain 60,000 
in their smaller occupation zone. 

The Russians, these sources said, 
stuck by the figures proposed in 
Moscow by Soviet Foreign Minis- 
ter V. M. Molotov—200,000 for the 
Russians and a combined total of 
200,000 for the American and the 
British. 


In addition, the Russians want 
to count only combat troops in 
their figures, while the Americans 
propose that all types—infantry, 
air forces and service forces—be 
included in the totals. 

The Soviet Military Government 
reported that Germans in the 
Soviet occupation zone were re- 
ceiving their full food rations of 
1735 calories a day.

ASE OF 15 PET. 


Plan Would Allow Boosts 
by Mutual Agreement 
of Landlord, Tenant 
Through 1948. 


WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP)— 
The Senate today approved, 48 to 
26, a proposal by Senattor Hawkes 
(Rep.), New Jersey, permitting an 
increase up to 15 per cent in rents 
in cases where landlords and ten- 
ants mutually agree on the boost. 
The House has approved a similar 
provision. 

The Hawkes proposal is an 
amendment to a bill that would 
extend federal rent controls to 
Feb. 29, 1948. The present rent 
law expires June 30. 

Under the amendment such vol- 
untary agreements would permit 
an increase not to exceed 15 per 
cent above the rent in effect for 
the property on Sept. 1, 1946. The 


agreements could be entered into 
up to Dec. 31, 1947, and would 
run through 1948. 

Earlier the Senate approved a 
formula which Senator McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, said would re- 
quire the removel of rent con- 
trols in about 30 areas each 
month, 


McCarthy’s amendment to pend- 
ing legislation to extend rent con- 
trols was adopted by a voice vote. 

It directs Housing Expediter 
Frank Creedon to lift rent con- 
trolg at the end of each month in 
at least 5 per cent of the num- 
ber of areas under control when 
the bill becomes law. 

McCarthy explained that as 
there now are about 600 areas un- 
der ceilings, about 30 areas would 
be freed of controls each month. 

By a voice vote, the Senate also 
adopted an amendment by Sena- 
tor Ives (Rep.), New York, re- 
quiring a..state to take positive, 
affirmative action before taking 
over rent control, as long as fed- 
eral rent control is in effect. 

The bill provides that a state 
rent contro] program may sup- 
plant Federal controls “when the 
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housing expediter that the legis- 
lature of such state has ade- 
quately provided for the estab- 
lishment of and maintenance of 
maximum rents...” The Ives 
amendment simply adds that this 
provision shall be effected whem 
the state ‘has specifically en- 
pressed its intent that state rent 
control shall be. in lieu of Federal 
rent control.“ 

The Senate approved also an 
amendment by Senator Ellender 
(Dem.), Louisiana, authorizing 
public housing authorities to evict 
tenants whose incomes are in ex- 
cess of the maximum which quali- 
fies a tenant for occupancy.”

State Department cancellation of its “traveling art exhibit” 
abroad, made up of selected paintings by recognized American mod- 
ern artists, was compared by distinguished speakers to the cultural 
conduct observed in totalitarian states such as Nazi ‘Germany and 


the Soviet Union. 

At the forum, entitled “Free- 
dom of Expression for Artists,” 
John D. Morse, editor of the Mag- 
azine of Art, official publication 
of the federation, presided. An- 
drew G. Ritchie, director of the 
Albright Art Gallery, served as 
chairman. Other speakers and 
their topics were: 

Alfred H. Barr Jr., director of 
the collections of the Museum of 
Modern Art, whe discussed Art 
Under Totalitarian Governments”; 


den Jewell, New York Times art 
critic, “Comment From the 
Press” ; Peppino Mangravite, 
painter, “From the Painter's Point 
of View,” and Rene d’Harnon- 
court, director of the curatorial 
departments of the Museum of 
Modern Art, “Our Policy Seen 
From Abroad.” 
Foreign Preferences. 

The State Department collectipn 
was purchased at a total cost of 
$49,000 to further a foreign cul- 
tural program. Most of the 79 
paintings by 23 outstanding art- 
ista were of the modern school. 
The nature of the selection was 
determined by requests from rep- 
resentatives in nations where they 
were to be displayed. 

J. Leroy Davidson, former assist- 
ant director of the Walker Art 
Center, Minneapolis, supervised 
the purchases fof the State De- 
partment. Because of the ex- 
pressed preferences, expression- 
ists, surrealists, abstractionists 
and other modern stylists predom- 
inated. Shortly after the tour be- 
gan, it became the object of con- 
gressional ire. 

Encouraged by support from 
Hearst newspapers in a national 
, campaign criticizing the artistic 

aptitude of the State Department, 
a few Congressmen concerned 
with matters threatened 
drastic cuts unless pictures they 
considered reprehensible were 
withdrawn. They voiced a variety 
. of opinions, charging they were 
“un-American,” unrepresentative 


of national standards, and said 
they were incomprehensible, at- 
tributing that complaint to what 
they considered the artists’ short- 
comings. 

Art Magazine's Views, 

On that score, the dissenting leg- 
fislators, acting temporarily as art 
authorities, did not hesitate to 
class the painters as “unknown” 
and “obscure” despite contrary 
comment in Art News, a highly 
reputable publication in the field. 
When the paintings were exhibited 
im October at the Metropolitan 
Museum, before shipment abroad, 
it was set forth by Art News in a 
„ lengthy, profusely illustrated 

article: 


“Certainly these 23 painters can 
stand on their own feet in any 
country today, without benefit of

comes daily more indebted to an- 
other as they come closer togeth- 
er.

On 
the whole the State Department 
has done well in its first purchase 
of oils.”

The Port of New York Authority is an acknow!l- 
edged splendid bargain to the -citizens of all 
Greater New York, and its success might well be 
duplicated here.

Our Schools Need Federal Aid

Education requires federal support if it is to provide real equality 
of opportunity, Harvard president says; We must have better 
many states have fallen far behind the best levels for 


education; notes how inequalities in German system aided Nazis. 


From a Statement by James B. Conant, President, Harvard University, 
Before the Senate Subcommittee on Education 


I am glad to have an opportunity of ap- 
pearing before this committee to urge fa- 
vorable action by the Congress on a bill to 
provide federal aid for education. Spe- 
cifically, I am here to support Bill 8. 472, 
but I shall not discuss the details of the 
proposed legislation. Rather I shall ad- 
dress myself to the basic question: Why 
is a substantial increase in federal aid to 


education a necessity at this time? 


We Americans believe every boy and girl 
should have a fair chance to develop to the 
maximum his or her potentialities. Our 
public schools are democratic in théir na- 
ture and as an ideal they are designed to 
provide ladders of opportunity for all. This 


in brief is one reason why our free public 


schools are so important to our welfare 
as a nation. 


The other reason springs from the fact 
that we are a democracy and prepare to 
stay so, We can only make our free insti- 
tutions work if the citizens and voters have 
an education commensurate with the re- 
sponsibilities which this complicated age 
has forced on the rulers of all countries. 
And in the United States the people rule. 


When Money Is Needed 


Do the public schools need more money? 
It is evident that they do, particularly in 
certain sections and localities. The need 
for greatly increasing teachers’ salaries has 
been recently brought to the public atten- 
tion. But quite apart from securing a 
larger number of adequate teachers, the 
diversification of educational opportunity 
in many parts of the country is a pressing 
issue. We must have better schools. 


In 1944-45, 30 states spent for public 
schools from 1.5 tod 2.6 per cent of the total 
income payments of their citizens. Yet in 
that group of states we find New Jersey 
by expending 1.74 per cent of its people’s 


. income provided $198 per child in school, 


while Mississippi provided only $44 per 
child in school by using 1.64 per cent of 
its total income payments, 

To do an adequate job many atte need 
federal funds; in addition they need the 
stimulus in many cases to do more with 
their own resources. This stimulus is pro- 
vided to a considerable degree by S. 472. 


Why should the citizens of a relatively 
wealthy state be taxed to help thé educa- 
tion in poorer states? First, all the youth 
of the country are future citizens of the 
entire country; their activities as citizens 
and voters will determine the kind of na- 
tion we are going to be living in the next 
quarter of a century. 


Aid to Poorer States 


Second, as the population figures show, 
we are a mobile people; there is a con- 
stant movement of inhabitants from one 
state to another. The future citizens of 
many of our wealthy cities are now being 
educated in our poorer states. In terms 
of the self-interest of these relatively pros- 
perous .communities, money is well spent 
in the education of their future residents. 


Many people are at first sight suspicious — 


of federal aid bills. They don’t want fed- 
eral Strings to their local schools. Neither 
do I. Bill S. 472 seems to me to be a very 
careful device. The abstention from any 
degree of federal control over the states is 
painstakingly detailed in the bill, 


R requires also that the states shall pro- 


‘and that of the United States. 


vide their own education up to their rea- 
sonable capacity. Thus, after the fourth 
year of federal aid, a state must be spend- 
ing 2.2 per cent of total income of its citi- 
zens on education in order to remain eligi- 
ble for federal aid, It must put as much 
as an average of $40 a year per pupil into 
each school administrative unit to continue 
to receive national tak funds. 


These provisions require a substantial 
effort on the part of each state, and a rea- 
sonable concern for the education of all its 
children, regardless of race or color. A 
state which makes these reasonable efforts 
may receive federal aid to supplement its 
own revenues so as to insure a safe mini- 
mum level of public education everywhere. 


No Favoritism Here 


I think it can be demonstrated that the 
system of public schools in the United 
States is something the world has never 
seen before. I do not refer primarily to 
the size of the undertaking. I refer rather 
to the large number of our youth who now 
go to high school and beyond, and the lack 
of differentiation in our schooling. 


How significant is the latter point is 
brought out by some recent comments of 
the United States educational mission which 
recently returned from a visit to Germany. 
They found the basic educational system 
of Germany had been little modified by the 
Nazis, though the machinery had been cap- 
tured by them to promote their totalitarian 
ends. Speaking of the need for the devel- 
opment of the idea of the school as a pri- 
mary agency for the democratization of 
Germany, the commission said: 


“At the end of the fourth year, the school 
has hitherto been a dual system, one for 
the 5 or 10 per cent of intellectually, so- 
cially and economically favored who go on 
to secondary school, university and the pro- 
fessions; the other for the great group who 
have four years more of tuition-free ele- 
mentary school and three or more years of 
vocational training, When he is 10 years 
of age or younger, a child finds himself 
grouped or classified by factors over which 
he has no control. 


And the Nazis Thrived 


“This system has cultivated attitudes of 
superiority in one small group and inferi- 
ority in the majority of the members of 
German society, making possible the sub- 
mission and lack of self-determination 
upon which authoritarian an has 
thrived,” 

There is no need for me to point out the 
fundamental difference between the Ger- 
man educational philosophy thus described 
Our pub- 
lic schools are democratic; they are basic 
to our way of life. To fulfill their position 
they must be improved and strengthened. 
This takes public funds. 

The benefits flow to the entire nation. 
Thus it is logical that to some degree fed- 
eral funds should flow to the public schools 
where such money is vitally required. 
Hence the need for the passage of Bill 
S. 472 which is before you for consideration,

Between Book Ends 
From Canyons to Highlands 


JUDAS TREE by luder Schneider, (The Dial 


Press, New York 
THE DRINKING WELL. by Neil M. Guna. (George 


W. Stewart, Publisher. Inc., New York.) 

Mr. Schneider's corrosive and accusatory 
novel deals with a hodge-podge of Socialists, 
Esthetes, Humgnists, Technocrats, Love- 
stoneites, Trotskyites, fellow-travelers and 
unalloyed Communists—principally the last. 
Its central figure is Calvin Cain, whose 
renegacy from the party accentuates what 
Mr. Schheider calls our “Age of Treason.” 
(In a prologue, Judas rationalizes his 
treachery as a means of forestalling a: be- 
trayal by Christ. In this novel, Mr. Schnei- 
der declares, “The characters return to the 
proper roles, treachery to the traitor, loy- 
alty to the loyal.”) 

Cain is an instructor at New York's 
Courtney (Columbia?) University, and so 
qualifies as one of Hearst’s “Red Pro- 
fessors.” His “treason” (one must remem- 
ber that Mr. Schneider is a Communist in- 
tellectual) is climaxed by his snitching to 
the FBI on a loyal comrade who has just 
been appointed a supervisor in the WPA 
artists’ project. Altogether, Mr. Cain is an

Around him, like debris is a vortex, whirl 
divers characters remarkable in their vari- 
ous ways and all drawn with a pen that 
drips unction and acid with equal ease. 
Item: P. Krimmer, the “bedroom revolu- 
tionist,” full of lusty stories that he collec- 
tively calls “The Red Decameron.” 

Mr. Schneider's accomplished pen 
achieves satirical vignettes (on writers, for 
instance, and the publishing industry) along 
with realistic revelation studded with 
stylistic. gems and not a few syntactic 
clinkers.

It is a vibrant novel of 
life in the Scottish Highlands, its theme the 
tremendous conflict in a man’s soul be- 
tween the pull of his native earth and the 
appeal of urban opportunity, university ed- 
ucation, etc. Its hero is Iain Cattanach, 
who tries briefly to fulfill his mother’s am- 
bition for him as student and law appren- 
tice, but who returns to his familiar glen 
with redoubled love of sheep farming and 
the urge to reverse the agricultural decline 
that oppresses the people.

Local color lends brilliance to abundant 
incidents in Mr. Gunn's heartwarming 
story, and the telling natural touches are 
those of a man whose mind and very vocab- 
ulary seem stee in the lore and line of 
the rugged Balmore brackenland. Iain is a 
well-realized character, and the story he 
dominates moves in as many tempos as the 
Highland songs he plays on his responsive 
fiddle. 

This novel evolves as cleanly as the crisp 
air of its setting. Its people are true men 
of earth; its motivation as natural and in- 
evitable as mountain freshets and the 
snows of high passes.

End to Guesswork. 


The President now has to make 
all these decisions anyway.

E have an inquiry for the 

origin of this old saying, 

which is heard less frequent- 
ly today, having perhaps lost out 
in our speech in proportion to the 
pularity of ‘ize twelve 
in feminine apparel over the per- 
fect thirty-six!” The chief. in- 
terest it retains is as the possible 
inspiration for the modern adver- 
tising slogan, Dat and grow thin!” 

The expression is attributed to 
an old English poet, John Taylor, 
called The Water Poet, who lived 
from 1580 to 1625, and whose “Title 
of a Tract,” in which he wrote 
“Laugh and be fat,” appeared in 
1615. 

The real significance of the 
words is their allusion to Demo- 
critus, the great philosopher of 
ancient Greece known as the 
Laughing Philosopher” (as Hera- 
clitus was called “the Weeping 
Philosopher”). Democritus was 
born in Abdera, in Thrace, about 
470 or 460 B.C., and lived to a ripe 
old age into the middle of the 
next century. There has been 
much unreliable legend about him, 
among which scholars class the 
theory, on the one hand, that his 
perfect — I kept him al- 
ways amiling, on the other that he 
was called “the Laughing Phi- 
losopher” because he was con- 
tinually laughing at the follies of 
mankind. But that he was s0 
called, in ancient times as now, 
is undisputed.

Treat Men in Training With Restraint’ 


‘Don't Cuss Em Out, Teach Them How to Do it Right,’ Orders Commanding General

FORT KNOX, Ky., May 29 

N this famed post where thou- 

3 of wartime soldiers took 

e 

training a new approach is being 
made to the task of making a 
soldier out of a civilian. 

It is not so much the training 
that is different, although most 
of the rough and grueling phases 
of wartime training have been 
discarded, but the spirit in which 
the training is given. 

There is the same old drill, same 
guard duty, same K. P., same la- 
trine detail, same gigs, same range- 
firing, same monotonous training 
films and orientation, same old 
saluting, double-timing, inspec- 
tions, chicken and ice cream on 
Sunday and bucking for a Sec- 
tion 8. 

But there is much that is new 
and different in the life of a sol- 
dier in the Universal Military 
Training Experimental Unit, 
formed here by the Army to dem- 


onstrate how it would handle the 


nation’s youth if Congress should 
approve compulsory training. 

From the headquarters of Brig. 
Gen. John M. Devine, in command 
of the unit, orders have gone forth 
to officers and non-coms to treat 
the trainee, or “umtee,” as Army 
parlance has dubbed him, with 
consideration and a certain re- 
straint. 

As Gen. Devine put it,Ahe rule 
is: Don’t cuss em out; teach 
them how to do it right. 

For all “umtees” the Army has 
inaugurated courses in citizen- 
ship as part of the regular train- 
ing. There is a new and heavy 
emphasis on going to church. 
Church attendance virtually 
compulsory on the first four Sun- 
days of the training cycle. 

Extreme profanity is prohibited. 
“Hell” and “damn” are permis- 
gable. Many of the stock words of 
the wartime soldier are not. On 
the whole, the language of the 
barracks is pretty decent, al- 
though by no means up the 4H 
Club standards. 

Drinking is frowned on serious- 
‘ No beer is sold at the PX set 
aside for the umtees.“ There is 
nothing to prevent them, however, 
from buying 3.2 beer at other 
PX’s on the post, and some of 
them do. 

There is a rule against gambling 
in the barracks. In many cases it 
is more honored in the breech 
than in the observance. 


Another innovation is the 
trainee court established in each 
of the four U. M. T. companies to 
try offenses not serious enough for 
a court martial— cases where the 
guilty would be liable to company

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punishment; mowing grass, wash- 
ing windows, stoking furnaces, 
scrubbing pans, surrendering the 
privilege of a weekend pass and 
so forth. 

A demerit system has been put 
into effect to keep “umtees” on 
their toes. If ag a result of slop- 
piness, inattention, carelessness or 
outright disobedience an umtee“ 
has accumulated five demerits by 
Friday noon, he loses his weekend 
pass. 

An important aspect of the 
U.M.T. pragram is the conscious 
effort the Army is making to pro- 
vide more of the amenities of life 
for “umtees.”

barracks in various other camps 
have always had electric plugs. 

At Fort Knox only a relatively 
few “umtees” have bothered to 
bring radios and reading lamps. 
The appearance of their barracks 
differs, little from that of a neat 
barracks of war-time basic train- 
ing days. 

Mess halls, decorated with blue 
curtains and blue lampshades, are 
attractive and apparently there is 
little complaint about food. The 
mess halls are far superior to 
poor mess halls in wartime train- 
ing, but not above the best war- 
time mess halls. 

In the language of the mess 


sergeant the “umtees” eat “family 
style” rather than cafeteria style. 
As was the case in various other 
camps they sit at tables of 10, 
are served by men on detail as 
“table waiters” and eat off dishes 
instead of compartmented metal 
trays. 

As a means of improving mo- 
rale and discipline as well as 
impressing parenta and Con- 
gtess, the Army has gone to 
considerable length to heighten 
the influence of chaplains in the 
UMT unit. 

On arrival at camp every 
“umtee” was interviewed per- 
sonally by a lain. Many 
who had fallen away from re- 
ligious practice were persuaded 
to return. Many who never had 
espoused any religion were 
given religious instruction, and 
the Protestant and Catholic 
chaplains tell with pride that 55 
“umtees” were baptized last 
Easter Sunday. 

Chaplains and physicians work 
together to combat venereal dis- 
ease. Both stress ntinence in- 
stead of contraceptives. Among 
the 664 “umtees” one case of ven- 
ereal disease has been reported 
since January.

HE U. M. T. unit, in which the 

Army is striving mightily to 

prove that military training 
does not necessarily mean throw- 
ing a boy into a vulgar, profane, 
tough existence that will shape his 
ways for years to come, is or- 
ganized as a battalion. The bat- 
talion is divided into four com- 
panies and the companies into 
platoons of 40 men each. 

How do the “umtees” like it? A 
great deal better than their war- 
time predecessors if they are tell- 
ing. the truth. 

The war is over, the hectic at- 
mosphere of other days has passed 
and Army life, even for a trainee, 
is returning to some of its pre- 
war ease. 

Wednesday afternoon and Satur- 
day afternoon are free time. 
Training on other days ends at 5 
p.m., except for occasional night 
problems. On the day of the 
Kentucky Derby trainees were 
free at 9:30 a.m. Fort McClellan 
was never like this. 

G.I.s stationed in other parts of 
Fort Knox have become irked 
from time to time at the thought 
that the “umtees,” all of whom 
had enlisted in the Regular Army 
before being brought here for the 
U. M. T. training last January, 
are being pampered. 

Occasionally these G.I.s come 
around to the U. M. T. area to air 
their views in the matter. “Um- 
tees” point out with pride that 
sometimes it has taken the best 
efforts of the medics to patch the 
visitors together after the mutual 
exchange of views.

Just build a 
fire in the furnace or fireplace 
and when it’s going nicely throw 
on some wet grass or tar paper 
to make smoke, When the smoke 
starts to pour out of the chimney, 
cover up the top of said chimney 
with a piece of heavy wet cloth. 
You'll be able to spot any possible 
leaks because smoke will be com- 
ing out of them. 


Once you've got the leaks lo- 
cated, it’s pretty much up to you 
what to do about them. If there 
are just a few small ones on the 
outside you may be able to do the 
repointing work yourself. On the 
other hand, if there are numerous 
leaks and the mortar appears to 
be generally poor, you had better 
get a chimney man and get things
